stars," was sent on its last voyag 
Into the Middle West while in 
unsafe condition due to reduction o 
valves, Anton Heinen. famous Ger- 
man aeronautical expert, told the 
jury of generals today at the court 
martial of Colonel William Mitchell. 


Testifying as a defense witness 


in support of 
Mitchell's 
charges 


against the administration of avia- 
tion, Heinen declared 
tbo safety 


valves on the Shenandoah were re- 
duced from IS to S just before the 
fatal flight. 


"That reduced the safety ot the 


ship from 100 per cent to zero," said 
Heinen. 


, Mitchell called the German expert 


in order to .lend strength 
to 
his 


charges of the almost "criminal stu- 
pidity" and "amateur bungling" of 
the air service by the navy and war 
departments.

Automatic safety valves, Heinen 


said, were the very life ot rigid air- 
ships. 


On the Shenandoah. he added, ten 


of these valves were removed. 


The need tor safety valves, Heinen 


explained, were necessary because 
the Shenandoab carrying 2.160.000 
cubic feet of gas expanded 10.000 
cubic feel ir. the first 240 feet ot as- 
cent. Unless this gas escaped through 
the safety valves, the airship would 
burst. 


"Could the volume of expanding 


gas in tbe Shenandoah escape fast 
cnouh with the number ot valves she 
had. if she rose rapidly?" 


"Absolutely not," said the German 


inventor.

uificance to the reforestation program 
now under way In tb* state. Th 
law reads in part "a person who will 
fully without the written consent 
the record owner of the mortgage 
cuts down or removes for other that 
domestic use thereon, any wood or 
imber standing upon premises cov< 
ered by a duly recorded mortgage 
which contains a clause forbidding 
luch cutting and removal of wood and 
Umber shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor/'

Previous to the paasage of this law 


here were no adequate provisions 
governing the removal of forest prod- 
cts and it is stated that in some 
cases mortgage holders have been un- 


uly severe in their attitude toward 


the removal of wood and timber. 


One of the largest holders of farm 


mortgages in New York state, the 
'cderal Land Bank of Springfield. 
aakes special provision with its bor- 
rowers for the removal of timber to 
icduce their mortgage. This bank has 
also permitted some of its borrowers 
to use their woodlot products to make 
additions and improvements on their 
buildings.
